Since its small beginnings in 
1961, Northern Essex has ex- 
perienced continued growth in 
both students and faculty. 

Opening in 1961, Northern 


Essex welcomed 186 students 
in its first freshman class. In 


1962, the College totaled 335 


or almost double the first year's 
enrollment. In 1963, the number 
climbed higher, and this year, 
Northern Essex has over 500 
students. In the future, further 
increases are expected yearly. 


Students come from north- 
eastern Massachusetts and 
southeastern New Hampshire to 
enroll in the various programs 
at Northern Essex. There are 
students from greater Lawrence, 
greater Lowell, greater Haver- 
hill, from other communities in 
northeastern Massachusetts, and 
north into New Hampshire as 
far as Manchester. Northern Es- 
sex, as a community college, 
serves an inclusive region. The 
courses at Northern Essex also 
serve the needs of the surround- 
ing comunities. 


Because of last-minute course 
changes, it is difficult to say 
exactly how many students are 
presently enrolled in each di- 
vision, but it seems that the 
greatest enrollment is in the 
Liberal Arts programs. Follow- 
ing Liberal Arts in enrollment 
are the Business Administration 
and Secretarial programs and 
the Electronic Technology pro- 
gram. 


With the increasing enroll- 
ment at Northern Essex, there 
is a complementary increase in 
faculty. The ten additions are 
as follows: English Composition 
—2; History, European and

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Hampton Beach Riots: An Eye Witness Account

“Come to the bonfire at 
Hampton Beach", was the cry. 

"It's going to be about eight 
tonight — don't miss it — it 
should be a blast," bellowed 
one of my soda fountain cust- 
omers. 


"Are you going to the riot?” 
one girl asked. 

"Sure,"' another said enthus- 
iastically, "I've got a date for 
hen 

"Oh, my dear, is there really 
going to be an uprising this 
evening?" asked an elderly 
gentleman. 

"I'm from Ohio," said anoth- 
er, "I came for the riot. Should 
be a lot of action, huh?" 


. These were just a few of the 
many comments and questions 
offered by my customers and 
co-workers, As a waitress at the 
now-famed ocean resort, Hamp- 
tn Beach, New Hampshire, | 
was exposed to the big question 
of the anticipated riot from 
every age group, from the ex- 
cited college student to the 
aggravated. yet curious adult. 

Afer much of this same talk, 
the big night arrived. As they 
say in the movies—excitement 
arew and tension reached its 
peak! The time—Sunday, Sep- 
tember 6. 1964 — Labor Day 
Eve — 8 P.M. 

Being one of the less fortun- 
ate, | was working at this hour 
in a restaurant on Boars Head, 
located approximately one-half 
mile from the famed Casino. 
Although one could easily see 
the center from across the 
ocean, | was quite sure that if 
the action was to take place, 
| would witness none of it. How- 
ever, | was mistaken, very mis- 
taken! 

All seemed very quiet as 
darkness came. It was very ob- 
vious that the number of teen- 
agers occupying the beach area 
was not average, rather, far 
above average. Yet, it seemed 
as if all of the talk had been 
idle threats with no intention 
of action. 

Attending to my regular du- 
ties as a waitress, my expecta- 
tions of a riot dimmed—then, 
the calm broke! 

Through the black of the 
night, a definite blaze was call- 
ed to my attention by my co- 
workers. A fire had been set,

or rather a bomb had been 
planted and a ticket booth 
went up in smoke. Then another 
fire caught, and still another. 
The riot was on! 

All lights went off from across 
the ocean and sirens shreiked 
throughout the shoreline. Fire- 
crackers could be heard and a 
definite low roar was evident. 
| must admit that | was disap- 
pointed in that | was unable 
to witness this scene of bedlam 
more closely—but wait. 

After an uneasy lull in which 
all action seemed to cease, | 
became aware that that low 
roar of the crowd was coming 
closer. "Impossible," said the 
others, ''we're so far away from 
it all." Then without warning, 
| witnessed something that | 
never wish to see again. A mass 
of approximately one thousand 
screaming teens were coming 
right up the center of the high- 
way and they were heading 
straight for the restaurant. 
Within seconds, our doors were 
secured and the lights were 
dimmed, but not before the ri- 
oters were a definite and hor- 
rible threat. All seemed lost. 

Before that action had come 
my way, the predicted and al- 
most - traditional riot seemed 
so distant, so grand. Now, it 
just sickened me. What were 


these kids doing? What were 
they trying to prove? Because 
of the almost instantaneous ac- 
tion of the police, both military 
and civil, my place of employ- 
ment went without damage and 
the rioters continued on, not 
forcibly, | might add, but vol- 
untarily, and the threat of de- 
struction which they could cause 
went with them. 

That night was like no other 
| had ever witnessed. There was 
a mystery, an awe about the 
place. Just as Halloween holds 
a special feeling for every 
child, so did this night for every 
person along the shore. 

With the closing of the res- 
taurant, a walk along the board- 
walk seemed to be in order. 
Talking with those who linger- 
ed behind, | became aware that 
the majority of those who, in 
the beginning were spectators, 
became the actual rioters. For 
the most part, if one was stand- 
ing in the path of the flow of 


the crowd, he was involuntar-: 


ily overtaken and pushed along 
with the rest. As one girl stated, 
"| was just watching when, 
whish, | was one of the so- 
called ‘confused kids’.
